Present Plans for 
Library Addition 
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HEBER CITY (Feb. 5) - During 
their regular meeting today, the 
Wasatch County commissioners 
gave architects a go ahead to 
proceed with plans for an 
addition to the Wasatch County 
library. 

Plans call for a 30 x 30 foot 
room with full basement to be 
added to the northwest corner of 
the library. The existing walls 
will be removed to enlarge the 
reading and browsing areas and 
create one large room. In 
addition, negotiations are under- 
way to acquire land for additional 
parking at the west side of the 
building. Construction should 
begin when the plans are drawn 
up and weather permits. 

According to Commissioner 


Reg Tadd, total cost of the 
addition could be $180,000. The 
County currently has $92,000 on 
hand to fund the basic construct- 
ion and they have applied for an 
Economic Development Assist- 
ance grant to cover the additional 
cost. The project is being 
designed in stages to allow for 


the completion of as much work - 


as possible, depending on the 
amount of the grant. 

Tadd said that the enlarged 
facility will enable the library to 
place more books at the public's 


disposal and create a more | 


convenient and attractive atmos- 


phere.
